nel, 6,000 feet otit into the lal 
carried away by tlie storm and 'Jl iii(>n 
who had spent the niglit tliere lost theii 
lives. Twenty-two mou went out to 
the crib during a InU in the Btorm thai 
•e«med to preBail* btttw weather, bnl 
the* gale hsoreaaed with almost nnex 
ampled fnry and early in the morning 
it was discoTered that the house on the 
crib and the upper portion of the su 
IKTstrufture wore gone. 

No life could bo seen on tho remains 
of the crib tor Bomo hours, hut witi 
8tron>< glasses it was possible during 
occasional spellH, wlien tlie wreck of the 
crib was not entirely submerged, to see 
six of the unfortunate workmen cling- 
ing to the pumping machinery, whicii 
projects ab( >ve the wrecked wotxlwork 
It waH thought the remainder of tl. 
men were suffocated in the air chiiiui c 
under tlic crib. At 11 o'clock the tu„ 
Stai-key fitenmed out of the harbor in 
the tei'th (.if the galo with a lifeboat 
folly manned in tow. The sea wa.s sun 
siding' homcv.hat, l,ut the run of tlit> tn;; 
was a I'l-riliHis <ni;'. At times she wa: 
comi.l. iely iiurifd by the breakers. Thn 
crew in tlu' lifeboat astern were fro 
quently buviiM fiuin si;;ht. 

The tuK it as m ar to the wrecked 
crib as was deemed safo and tlien tin 
lifesaving fr<>w drojjped down bc.-ide 
the struct! re. Only one man waa 
found. He was unconscious and wa-i 
brought of?' a? (juickly as pcsbiblc. tio 
is i'(iiii|i! exhausted and it i.s be- 
lieved ill) wi.. ni)t recover.

enounh to uav that all of his compan 
ions are in tue air c hamber beneath tli 
water. The member of the life cr-'v 
who went 1 'othe crib to take the re,-.- 
cued man otf. saw two bodies floatinn 
aronndint' funnel well, ('ai)tain Pe 
terson of the lifesavini^ crew was badly 
injured at tbe crib and a doctor wa* 
sent to the station to dret^s his injuries

the wild winds that lashed the lake and 
helpless in tho high sea the iJ-mast' d 
8choo::er F. L. Danforth broke the cable 
which h(;ld her in tow of tho steamer A, 
I'. Wrii^ht, and after a long battle with 
tlio elements was diiahed upon a sand- 
bar oif Lake View. Utterly unable to 
control their craft the crew of seven 
men and the captain narrowly escaped 
death and were only rescued from their 
perilous position by the timely arrival 
of the lifesaving crew from the city. 

The cargo of It^.OOO bu&hele of corn 
carried by t!ie Danforth was consigned 
to parties in Uamia, Canada. It will 
be a totiU loss. The Danforth was val- 
ued at $40.(M)0 and was insured. Tins 
captain was John Isljister, who, with 
Captain J. L. Higgle of Higgle u: 
■Walsh, owned the wrecked bout. 

During tho fury of the storm the 
Citv of Xaples, one of tho large.st 
freight boats on the lake, broke loose 
from the dock and crashed into the City 
of Sheboygan. The latter 'went to the 
bottom and her cargo is a total loss. 
She carried 17.(i()0 biwhels. She was 
owned by John Hark of this city and 
was valued at $(>,U00 without insnranco. 
The cargo is fully iu8ure<l. 

Other craft received less damage.

Following directly npon the heels 
of the strike at ' the Edison Electric 
company's plant cornea a strike of 
cabinet makers at the Huaa Brothers 
company, among whom trouble has 
keen brewing for some time. Recently 
the men demanded an increase of pay. 
The firm desired time to consider 
and finally nanted the demand. Then 
the union demanded the discharge of 
all nonunion men. The firm refused 

Yesterda: the union men refnsed to 
go to work and stood about Jeering tho 
scabs as they entered the building. 
There was considerable drinking among 
them during the day and yeaterday 
evening when the nonunion men left 
their work they were asaaidted in tho 
street and stioka and atones were uied 
as weapons. About 85 men were en- 
gaged in the melee. Several en both 
sides were injured, but none fatally. A 
squad of police bore down upon them 
in the mioit of the fight and i5 of them 
were carted to the station. There is 
fear of further trouble.

Toledo, April 21.— The brotherhood 
men were in session all day. Thev say 
that nothing developed. They will not 
tfilk on the situation. The Ann Arbor 
officials say they will take the strikers 
bat-k as they need them, but that is all.

CmcAoo. April 21.— At the conclu- 
sion of the World's fair the monster 
Krupp gun, tho biggest piece of ordnance 
in the world, will be presented to Chi- 
cago by Herr Krupp, and mounted in a 
fort otf Hyde park, permission to bnild 
win. h has 'heen given to Colonel^obert 
Rae of Chicago by the secretary of war. 

The fort will be located on five aores 
of ina<1e ground and according to the 
very latest plana of fortification. The 
worka will be of earth, aa stone is no 
longer of value to resist the terrible 
assaults of modern implements* of war. 

W ork will begin very aoon and be 
pushed with the greatest poasible ra- 
pidity. It will be finished in a compar- 
atively short time and from then until 
the end of the fair it will he used for a 
practice ground for an artillery com- 
pany, the practice being carried on 
with the most improvi^d arlillery in the 
government's pcssession. 

When the fair is over the fort will be 
occupied by the government artillery 
and the monster Krupp gun will be 
mounted there ready eitlier for inspec- 
tion or for active service. "With its im- 
mense power it can protect Chicago 
from its northern coastline to its 
southern, for by its perfected lighta ex- 
pert gunners can obtain an accuracy of 
markmanship that will enable them to 
throw a shot weighing pretty nearly a 
ton clean through a man-of-war. One 
shot is gu.-iranteed to send the largest 
craft afloat to the bottom.

Meridian, Miss., April 21.— Clarke 
and Jasper counties of this state have 
suffered from a cyclone, more dMdIy to 
human life and destruction of property 
than the one of three weeks ago. It 
followed almost in the trarks of its jire- 
decessor. Over 40 peojile were killed 
and iieiirly 200 more or le^-s injured. 
These fiipires may be increased when 
all of the stricken districts are heard 

from. 

The destruction to property will 
amount to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. K'ltire neighborhoods have 
been literally swept otf the face of the 
tarth. 

Thi> cycloTie's jiatli was through avast 
pine forest, broken here aiul tliero by n 
farm. Large trees were uprooted and 
carried for the distance of a mile. 

Ne;ir the town of ri'.clinta lived the 
family of Williiim l';irton, consisting of 
himself, wife and threo children. Their 
lo<lie.s except that of their youngest 
chibl were picked up over a mile away, 
maiigied and entirtdy nude. Their 
bruins had been dashed out. Tin; child 
had a miraculous escape. It was found 
a lialf mile ^'rnTn its nonie uninjured, 
but jiiteou- lv crying for its mother. 

W illiam . i.^lier lived ne;ir the station 
with Ills ineti\er, wife and five children. 
Hiey were blown away and searching 
j anies have beun out ever since, but 
none of tlieir bodies have been found. 

A child of Sim JlcOowan was found 
dead in a treetoj) a mile from its home. 
Four iiegrm s on the Aldridgo planta- 
tion weVe killed outright and a family 
of negroe?* nuniliering nine perished. 
One of the children wa.s found twc 
miles from where it was-playing When 
picked Uji by the deadly wind. 

The killed in ( 'hirke count v are Mrs. 
Aldride, Mrs. Sumart. a child of W. 
Ponder and si.x negroes. The country 
is strewn for miles with debris, and in 
the pathway of the cyclone are found 
all kinds of hous(dioki goods, dead cat- 
tle and jKMiltry. The i)icture is an in- 
Jescribably juteous one; houses swept 
away ami liaslied to pieces as if they 
were eockb .-i. (diildren (•r}"ing for their 
parents aid fatiiers and inothors 
B.ai'ching among the huge piles ol 
debris for miaaing ones. Such ia the 

scene. 

The telegraph wires were snapped in 
two iisj tlurigh they were jiipestems, 
and the pi .es lifted up and canieil 
through tho country at a frightful 
velocity. 

Tho whole country is in mourning. 
The niinisl rs and physicians are at 
work. The wind is still high, ancl as 
each cloud has ajipeared the people 
would look frightened,- huddle to- 
gether and pray.

New York, April 21.-— After a linger- 
ing illness of many months Mrs. Almira 
Hancock, widow of Major General 
Wintield S. Hancock, died at A:'M) p. m. 
yesterday at the residence of the gen- 
eral's niec(\ Mrs. Eugene (irittin, at 
(irainerey park. Mrs. Hancock's 
strength had deen .slowly wasting away 
under the k ubtle inlluence ol a succes- 
^ion of hoirowa that had subdued her 
iiat urally ch'.'erful dispo;-ition and with- 
drawn her from society during the later 
years of her life. 

Her only daughter. Ada Elizabeth, 
died in thin city in M;iri ii, 1ST,"), aged 
IK. Ilcr niotlier, Mrs. Adeliiu' Russell, 
died on (toveruor's island in April, 
b'W;). Her only son, Itussell, died in 
Mississippi in Deicmber, 1>><1. Those 
bereavements were followid by tho 
death of her husband on (Jovernor's 
island on Feb. 9, l^siS. Thus one after 
auotlier, the immediate members of her 
family t'assed away like di.i8olving 
views from iier ideal home. 

In the summer of IMM Mrs. Hancock 
went to Euroije, where eliange of air 
and scenes soon wrought a marked im- 
provement. Overexertion in Europe, 
and particularly her prej'arations for 
retiirn. had develope<l a serious form of 
nervous j)ro8tration, which was aggre- 
vated by the wntor voyage homo.

Carlisle has promulgated an extensive 
code of quarantine regulations under 
the quarantine law passed by tho last 
congress. The regulations were framed 
by tho marine hospital service and are 
designated to cover all (juestions which 
can arise, should vessels arrive having 
disease aboard or coming from infected 
ports. 

The qnarantinable diseases are stated 
to be cholera, yellow fever, smallpox, 
plague and typhus fever. All vessels 
shall be quarantined coming from in- 
fected ports, or whiidi have had disease 
on board during the voyage, or within 
80 days precediug arrival.

Nabhtille, April 81.— Particulars of 
the battle between the free miners and 
convict guards at Tracy City have 
been received. Tho night was very 
dark and guards were expecting the at- 
tack. .\bout 11 o'clock a knock at the 
stockade door was answered by Deputy 
Wartlen Sehriver. 

Three heavily armed miners were 
there. They deinaiided to kiujw on 
what terms t he con victs would be sur- 
rendered. "(In no terms, " answered 
the warden. One of tho miners, named 
Aoii (Jrantham, said the stockade would 
bo blown up with dynamite and every 
soul killed if a surrender was not made. 
For answer iJejmty Warden Sehriver 
seized the fellow, and, with the a.ssist- 
aiiee of a guard, ilragge 1 liim insidoand 
slanimed tiu' gate, while the two 
other miners retracted into the dark- 
ness. 

In a iniiitieiit a vnllej' was fired upon 
the stockade liom every side. Tlien 
the miners closed in. actually poking 
their Winchesters through the port- 
holes. Till- guards were at great dis- 
advantage o'.ving to the light inside 
and the darkness without, but took to 
the ujiiier portlioles and answered volley 
for Volley. Tho warden released (iraut- 
li;im on promise that he would go out- 
side; ami Jstop the firing. H<> turned 
traitor though.
